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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 63-76, drawn to a composition comprising a complex comprising a 
combination of a fatty acid ester of formula I or isomers thereof, and niacinamide, as 
slat, or derivative thereof. 

Group II, claim 77, drawn to the use of the composition of Group I as a dietary 
supplement. 

Group III, claim 78, drawn to the use of the composition of Group I as a cosmetic. 

Group IV, claim 79, drawn to a method of treating skin comprising administering the 
composition of Group I. 

Group V, claim 80, drawn to the use of the composition of Group I as an antiseptic, 
disinfectant, bacteriostatic agent, bactericidal agent, protective agent, and/or 
regenerating agent. 

Group VI, claims 81-85 and 88-92, drawn to a method for the treatment of infections or 
diseases associated with infections selected from the group consisting of microbial 
infections, viral infections parasites, or infections caused by fungi in a mammal 
comprising administering an effective amount of a combination of a fatty acid ester of 
formula I and niacinamide, a salt, or derivative thereof. 

Group VII, claims 86-87, drawn to a method for the treatment of a disease or disorder 
associated with hypersensitivity and/or inflammatory reactions, comprising 
administering to a mammal an effective amount of a combination of a fatty acid ester of 
formula I and niacinamide, a salt, or derivative thereof. 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features. 

An international application should relate to only one invention or, if there is more 
than one invention, the inclusion of those inventions in one international application is 
only permitted if all inventions are so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept (PCT Rule 13.1). With respect to a group of inventions claimed in an 
international application, unity of invention exists only when there is a technical 
relationship among the claimed inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features. 

The expression "special technical features" is defined in PCT Rule 13.2 as 
meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each of the 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The determination is made 
on the contents of the claims as interpreted in light of the description and drawings (if 
any). Whether or not any particular technical feature makes a "contribution" over the 
prior art, and therefore constitutes a "special technical feature," should be considered 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

The common technical feature among the groups is a composition comprising a 
fatty acid ester of formula I and niacinamide, a salt, or derivative thereof. The 
composition cannot be considered a special technical feature because it is known in the 
prior art. For example, De Ritter et al. (US 3,676,556) teaches a composition 
comprising niacinamide dispersed in a fatty material, where the fatty material is a 
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mixture of monoglycerides and diglycerides, superficially glyceryl monostearate, glyceryl 
distearate, glyceryl monopalmitate, and glyceryl dipalmitate (see column 1, lines 54- 
71 and claims 1-2). Accordingly, the unity of invention is considered to be lacking, and 
restriction in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered proper. 

Election of Species 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

a. fatty acid esters of formula I (i.e. 1 -glyceryl monocaprylate) 

b. niacinamide and derivatives (i.e. niacinamide, 6-amino-niacinamide) 

c. infections or diseases associated with infections (i.e. infection with 
rhinovirus, viral pneumonia) 

d. diseases or disorders associated with hypersensitivity or inflammatory 
reactions (i.e. asthma, osteoarthritis) 

e. administration routes (i.e. topical, oral) 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

4. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Claim 72 corresponds to a species of a fatty acid ester. 

Claim 69 corresponds to a species of niacinamide. 

Claims 75-76, and 90 correspond to species of administration routes. 

Claims 83-85 correspond to species of infections. 

Claim 87 corresponds to species of diseases or disorders associated with 

hypersensitivity or inflammatory reactions. 

The following claim(s) are generic: 63-68, 70-71, 73-74, 77-82, 86, 88-89, and 91-92. 

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: fatty acid esters and 
niacinamide are known in the art as described above by De Ritter et al. The infections, 
diseases, and disorders are also known, and the different administration routes may not 
be applicable for different types of infections, etc. 



6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 
Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Rejoinder Notice 

7. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
All claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
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claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101 , 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 



Claims and Continuations Final Rule 

8. Effective November 1 , 2007, if applicant wishes to present more than 5 
independent claims or more than 25 total claims in an application, applicant will be 
required to file an examination support document (ESD) in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .265 before the first Office action on the merits (hereafter "5/25 claim threshold"). See 
Changes to Practice for Continued Examination Filings. Patent Applications Containing 
Patentablv Indistinct Claims, and Examination of Claims in Patent Applications . 72 Fed. 
Reg. 46715 (Aug. 21,2007), 1322 Off. Gaz. Pat. Office 76 (Sept. 1 1 , 2007) (final rule). 
The changes to 37 CFR 1 .75(b) apply to any pending applications in which a first Office 
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action on the merits (FAOM) has not been mailed before November 1, 2007. 
Withdrawn claims will not be taken into account in determining whether an application 
exceeds the 5/25 claim threshold. For more information on the final rule, please see

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in this Office action, applicant 
is required to file an election responsive to the restriction requirement. Applicant may 
not file a suggested restriction requirement (SRR) in lieu of an election responsive to the 
restriction requirement as a reply. A SRR alone will not be considered a bona-fide reply 
to this Office action. 

If applicant elects an invention that is drawn to no more than 5 independent 
claims and no more than 25 total claims, applicant will not be required to file an ESD in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .265 that covers each of the elected claims. If the elected 
invention is drawn to more than 5 independent claims or more than 25 total claims, 
applicant may file an amendment canceling a number of elected claims so that the 
elected invention would be drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more 
than 25 total claims. 

If the restriction requirement is mailed on or after November 1, 2007, applicant is 
also required to file an ESD in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .265 that covers each of the 
elected claims, unless the elected invention is drawn to no more than 5 independent 
claims and no more than 25 total claims taking into account any amendment to the 
claims. To avoid the abandonment of the application, the ESD (if required) and the 
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election must be filed within TWO MONTHS from the mailing date of this Office action. 
The two-month time period for reply is extendable under 37 CFR 1.136. 

If the restriction requirement is mailed before November 1 , 2007, the election 
must be filed within ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the 
mailing date of this Office action. The time period for reply is extendable under 37 CFR 
1 .136. Furthermore, if the elected invention is drawn to more than 5 independent claims 
or more than 25 total claims taking into account any amendment to the claims, the 
Office will notify applicant and provide a time period in which applicant is required to file 
an ESD in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .265 covering each of the elected claims or amend 
the application to contain no more than 5 independent elected claims and no more than 
25 total elected claims.
